CniOAOO, Nov. 13.—Tho froo trado con- 


vention olosod its session horn Thursday 
night 
During tho morning and afternoon 


a number of papers wore i-oad, two of tho 
most notablo being tho one on "Free Ships" 
by Capt. Codnian, of Now Tork, and ono 
on "Pauper Labor," by T. S. Shearman, of 
Brooklyn, who wroto [rom Italy and said 
tbo pauper lubor o( that country, which is 
»protectivo tariCt country, was tho most 
poverty strickon in the -world. 


During tho afternoon soasion Honry "Ward 


Iii>ochcr entered tho hnli, and ivas loudly 
applauded. 


Tho committee ou resolutions presented a 


platform which waa adoptad, and which is 
substantially as follows: 


1. That under no pretense shall any coun- 


tenance whatever bo given to any attempt 
to increase protective duties. 


2. That articles which aro at tho founda- 


tion of grout industries should in tho inter- 
ests o: labor aud of commerco bo freed from 
duty, whotbor they bo crude materials, as 
lumber, s.alt, coal, ore, wool, etc., or partly 
ninnufactcrod, as chemicals, dyo stufls, pig 
iron, tin plate, wood pulp, etc. 
3. That on products from suob articles 


duties should at least bo correspondingly 
reduced, so that tho protection, real ornom- 
iiml, to manufacturers shall not bo in- 
creased, dud that tho consumers shall have 
tuo benefit of tho reduction. 


We urge that any steps In tariff reform 


should .-amplify tbe present complicated 
classification, and should do away with 
mxod duties, replacing them by ad valorem 
rates instead of by specific duties, which are 
mo-t burdensome to lew pricod KOOds con- 
Bumod by tho groat body of tbe people. 


The platform also demands free ships ana 


tho abolition of restrictive navigation laws; 


f urges revenue reformers to vote only for 


such couEp-essional candidates as openly 
opposo a tariff for protection, nud to take 
stops to nominate Independent candidates 
wben all party candidates opposo tariff 
reform.

It required tbo 
spilling of much human blood to pound it 
into the heads of the rulers of men that lib- 
erty of speech was just aud should be had. 
Libortv of action was tho neit principle 
gainud", but to this thcro was unfortunately 
ono great exception in America. 
Man 


could think, speak, do, and go as ho willed, 
but ho could not go to Europo and bring 
homo what ho had purchased there. The 
government would puulsh him for this ex- 
ercise of bis just right. 


"If," said the speaker, "our congrosa was 


made up of wise men—as itisn't—aud if our 
politicians were economists—as they aro not 
—tho cause of free trade would need no 
arguments to flgUt its way into national 
adoption. Tho politician is a vote-monger. 
He will bo a 2'reo-Trader or a Protectionist, 
us ho think? the majority ot his constitu- 
ents lean.

In winter tho boys wore compelled to carry 
ice from tbo river to supply the ioo-houae. 
They wore frequently whipped until they 
were sick and then compelled to take heavy 
ilosos of quinine. Not a few boys have 
died of consumption after having served a 
torm in tho refuge, 
McDonald makes tlie 


boys tell viiitors that they Hko the refuse 
bettor than their homes. Young Connolly 
showed horrible soars all over :iU body, 
some of which were still sore.

Minor certificates are granted to personi 
who pass the examination, if they have 
had two year's experience in drug stores, 
A minor cerlificate, however, allows tho 
holder to act an assistant pharmacist in 
towns andv illages of over SCO inhabit- 
ants, Tho fee for a licentiate's certifi 
cate is 82, and S2 is paid to the board 
annually for a renewal of the certificate.
